by Testimony at Coroner's 
Inquest | 


FOUND DYING AFTER 
HOUSEHOLD QUARREL 


Correspondence Between Her 
Husband and Women in 
Kentucky Had Occasioned 
a Violent Disagreement. 


Owing to the absence of the principal wit- 
nesses, no verdict was rendered Wednesday 
morning in the coroner's inquest. regarding 
the death of Mrs. Robert C. Barfield, whose 
body was found in the bathroom at the 
home of her mother Tuesday afternoon. af- 
ter a quarrel) with her husband. 

Barfield was held by the police after his 
testimony, in which he offered no definite 
explanation of his wife's death 


The testimony gave no hint to how the 
Woman could have secured poison, or how 


it could have been admi'nistered to her. 

[lt was shown that most.of the quarrel- 
ing in the Barfield household was between 
Barfield and hie mother-in-law, Mrs. Bish- 
op, rather than between him and his wife. 
but that the direct cause of the quarrel 
preceding the wife's death was a letter sent 
to Barfield by another woman. 

Barfield and his wife had only recently 
come to 8t. Louis from Cincinnati, Barfield 
hoeving come here to take charae of a 
butcher shop owned by Mrs. Bishop. I!- 
feeling was rife between the mother-in-law 
nud son-in-law ajnce Friday. when the 
Barfields moved into Mrs. Bishop's house to 
live with her. This culminated when Mr-. 
Bishop called in @ policeman to arrest Bar- 
field for disturbing the peace. 

When the policeman arrived it was mug- 
gested that the easiest way to quiet mat- 
ters would be for Barfield to depart. This 
he did. and in his absence his wife died, 

Exactly what occurved before he left the 
house is what the coroner i# endeavoring 
to learn, 


Save He Wished 
to Leave House. 


According to Barfield, the trouble arose 
from the determination of himself and his 
wife to leave the house of Mrs. Bishop. 

According to other evidence, the imme- 
diete cause was the reading by the wife 
and the mother-in-law of the letter from 
a woman in Kentucky which was shown 
by Barfield to the two women. 

Dr. W. W. Vaughan stated that he found 
Mre. Barfield lying on the floor in spasms 
and frothing at the mouth. He at first 
thought she had an epileptic fit. His firs’ 
conclusion. however, was that she had died 
of heart failure. He testified that he had 
applied the usual restoratives without re- 
pult. 

Tne next witness called was Mrs. ©. M. 
Goebel. sister of Mra. Barfield. Mrs. Goe- 
bel aroused interest and sympathy as she 
+ol4 of the fate of the sister whom she #0 
déariy loved. She struggled between sor- 
rew and a dosire to give all the informa- 
tion pdssible in a coherent way. 

Mrs. Goebel sald that on her arrival at 
the house her sister was dead and two 
afficere and @ colored girl were the only 
outsiders there. 

She saw slight bruises on her sister's 
bréast and arms. She scouted the idea 
4¢f Barfield striking his wife, ‘“‘but,”’ said 
Mre. Goebel dramatically, “he might kil 
her by Inches, perhaps.’ 

She went on to say that Barfield drank 
and would talk cross to his wife. She un- 
Aorstood that the disagreements in the 
heuseehold on Tuesday morning were 
caused by trouble over money taken by 
Rerfield ana sent to the Kentucky woman 

Mra Goebel sald that she understood her 
sister had been hysterical all morning, but 
the witness emphatically did not think 
thet her sister had committed suicide. Bhe 
4id not know that Barfield had given his 
wife anything to drink. 

Mre. Goebel then suggested her theory. 

She bald that Barfield was in the habit of 
ueing a headache m)xture which ine 
always kept in the house and which ehe 
understood had a bad effect on the heart. 

‘The police officer who was called in first 
after the tragedy. test!fied that Mrs. Bishop 
seid io him: “That's what kilied her,” and 
hatided him a letter. Thies letter was from 
a woman in Louisville, Ky., dated Febru- 
ary 24. and opens by the word “Alfred.” 

Tt goes on to threaten bim unless he 

her a “substantial letter’ at once.

portation.

“Let us now institute the inquiry sug- 
gested by the representative from Marion 
and ascertain whether the cHarges so fre- 
quently and persistently made are true.”’

TILLMAN HOLDS UP GONGRESS 


WITH BYRUN'S POETICAL WORKS 


South Carolina’s Claim for $91,000, Said to Be. Based. on 
Thirty-Seven Cent Expenditure, Allowed When 
Senator Starts Filibuster.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The feature of 
last night's session was Senator Tillman's 
single-handed hold-up of all of Congress. 

South Carolina wilil get $91,000 due for 
equipping soldiers for the revolutionary 
army after these many years and the labor 
of the présent Congress will not be lost, as 
at one time last night it looked as if it 
might be done. 

Senator Tillman discovered late last night 
that an item concerning South Carolina 
had been dropped from the general defic- 
lency bill. He then announced that he 
would talk the naval appropriation and 
general deficiency bills to death unless the 
item was restorefl to the bill. The Senate 
leaders were dismayed. They went to 
work at 1:30 o'clock this morning. Repre- 
sentative Cannon, representing the House, 
consented to give in to Senator Tillman. 
The South Carolina amendment goes on 
the general deficiency bill and there will 
be no extra session of Congress 

The item for which Mr. Tillman fought 
was to pay to South Carolina $47,245.77 to 
reimburse that state for monev paid in 
equipping soldiers in the revolution. With 
interest the amount is now $91,000. Mr. 
Tillman said that all the other 13 original 
states had been paid their money expended 
for this purpose and that he did not intend 
to have South Carolina kept out ef her 
money anv longer " The ftem was dropped 
out of the general deficiency bill because 
the Hlouse confrereavsifsisted that it be re-

The Senate leadérs tried 7% ae Till- 
man to consent to the passage of the 
naval bill alone. He was too shrewd to 
do this, for the government could get on 
very well without the “pork” in the gen- 
eral deficiency bill being distributed. It 
it impossible to get along without the 
naval appropriations. however. and Till- 
man said he intended to defeat that bill 
also and make sure of his extra session. 
At midnight the Senate leaders had

JEFFERSON CITY, March 4.—Missouri 
will be the home of professional pugilism, 
prize fighters and plug-uglies of all descrip- 
tions if the bill introduced by Senator 
David Nelson of St. Louts today to license 
“snarring’’ contests becomes a law. 

Nelson, who is himself‘a prizefight pro- 
moter, declares he has enough pledges to 
assure the bill passing both houses. 

This statement is not surprising. Sena- 
tor Nelson since coming to Jefferson City 
has been lined up with those elements 
which control or smother legislation at 
will. He has voted with the lobby on all 
questions. 

The first section, 
manner in which 


which sets forth the 
prize fighting is to re- 
ceive the official sanction of the state of 
Missouri, reads as follows: 

‘Section 1. There shall hereafter be a 
State Athletic Commission. Within ten 
days after this act takes effect, the gover- 
nor shall appoint three persons to be mem- 
bers of such commission, who shall hold 
office for the term of five years, two of 
whom shall be members of the same 
athietic club and two of whom shall re- 
side in Kansas City or St. Louis. 


Are Not to Get 

Compensation. 

“They shall receive no compensation for 
their services. Such commission shall ap- 
point a secretary, who shall serve during 
their pleasure, whose duty it shall be to 
keep a full and faithful record of the pro- 
ceedings of such commission, preserve at 
the general office of such commission all 
books, documents and papers entrusted to 
his care, prepare for service papers and 
notices as may be required of him by the 
commission, and perform euch duties as 
the commission may prescribe. He shall 
have the power, under the direction of the 
commission, to issue subpenas for witnessa- 
es and to administer oaths In all cases per- 
taining to the duty of his office. 


The total annual expenses of the state 
athletic commission, including the salary 
of the secretary, shall not exceed the sum 
of one thousand dollars. Such expenses 
shall be paid out of the tax to be collect- 
ed as hereinafter provided for. Such com- 
mission shall annually make a full report 
to the legislature of ita proceeding for the 
year ending with the first day of the pre- 
ceding December, and such yoy 
e- 
sirable. 

“Section 2. Any corporation or associa- 
tion desiring to obtain the benefits of this 
act, must apply annually to the State 
Athietic Commission for a license to con- 
duct boxing or sparring matches. Any cor- 
poration so applying must own the build- 
ing and property within which such exhi- 
bitlons are to be given or shall have a 
lease thereof for a period of not less than 
one year. If such corporation or associa- 
ti is an amateur athietic association, it 
must be incorporated under the ru'es of 
the athletic union of the United States.” 
Section 3 provides that every license 
issued by such commission shall provide 
that for all contesta in boxing or sparring 
held thereunder, there shall be two fudges 
and a referee, to be selected by each cor- 
poration or association for each event: 
that there shall be a decisio nrendered in 
each contest; that each contestant shall 
be examined before entering the ring by

DEATH SENTENCE 


Wilson Gray Must Hang 
April 8, Despite 
Technicality. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 4.— 
The death sentences of Henry Wilson and 
Bud Gray, St. Louis. negroes, were aflirmed 
by the Missouri Supreme Court in banc 
this morning, the time for their execution 
being set for April 8 Wilson, with other 
negroes, shot and killed Thomas Mooney, 
a St. Louts saloon keeper in an attempt to 
rob the saloon. The shooting occurred on 
the night of Jan. 23, 1900. 

Diviston No, 2 of the Supreme Court di- 
vided on omission of the word ‘‘with’’ from 
the indictment and for that reagon the 
case was transferred to banc for hearing. 
Judge Gantt wrote the opinion, in which 
all the court concur, holding the indictment 
sufficient and legal. Thé opinion on that 
point says: 

‘We all hold that the indictment ifs suf- 
ficient. It is in harmony with well settled 
precedents at common law and in. his 
state and in other states of the Union. 
The evidence was ample to sustain the 
verdict of murder in the first degree. at 
the defendant deliberately provided himseif 
with a deadly weapon and with his two 
companions went to the saloon of the de- 
ceased for the purpose of robbing, and 
slew him in the perpetration of the at- 
tempted robbery, admits of no doubt. 

Gray, with another negro, killed Geor 
Jones on the night of June 10, 1901, for h 
money. They enticed him into their room, 
when Gray shot him in the back of the 
head and killed him. He confessed the 
crime.

MOVE TO SNUB SPEAKER BEATEN

Sperial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 4—The Fifty- 
seventh Congress came to an end at noon 
today. 

The conclusion was peaceful, compared 
with the final turbulent week. 

There was no demonstration in the Sen- 
ate. 

In the House, Congressman Cochran of 
Migsour! tried to defeat a vote to thank 
Speaker Henderson for his impartial meth- 
ods, but the move was overwhelmingly 
beaten. 

Final adjournment came with al! singing 
America. 

President Roosevelt, accompanied by 
Secretary Loeb and two or three members 
of the White House executive force, ar- 
rived at the capitol shortly. after 10 o'clock. 
Iie was conducted, at once, to the Presi- 
dents room in the Senate wing. There 
he was joined soon afterward by the 
members of his cabinet. 

While the business of the Senate was be- 
ing concluded, senators and members of the 
House called on the President in his room, 
some of them taking to him bills In which 
they were interested personally. 

All measures presented for signature were 
scanned carefully by the President and 
members of the cabinet who were interest- 
ed in them. The bills went through the reg- 
ular channels. After being entered by the 
executive clerks in the White House record, 
they were examined by the members of the 
cabinet whose departments were affected 
by them. Then they were signed by the 
President. 

Boon after the Premident’s arrival, both 
the sundry civil and the general deficiency 
appropriation bille were presented to the 
President, and, after their approvel by the 
cabinet, President Roosevert affixed his 
signature to them. 

The neval appropriation bills were the 
last of the big supply measures to which 
the President affixed his signature. Just 
previous to signing that bill, he had signed 
the public buildings bill, in which members 
of Congress throughout the country are in- 
terested. 

By 11:45 o'clock the President had signed 
all the bills presented to him and a few 
mninutes later the announcement of the 
fact was made in both the Genate and 
the House. 

When final adjournment had been taken, 
President Roosevelt held an informal re- 
ception to senators and members of the 
House in his room. At 12:10 o'clock he 
was escorted to his carriage by a de- 
tachment of capitol police, heeded by 
Sergeant-at,Arms of the Benate Danie) M. 
Ramsdell, and returned to the White 
House.

Why Appropriations 
Were Much Larger. 
It was a curious but necessary thing, he 
said, to make this comparison more in de- 


tall than by a mere astatement of aggre- 
gates. The first and most important item 
included in this statement for the pregent 
Congrees ts an appropriation of $50,130,000 
for e Panama canal, which, he said, ac- 
counts for nearly one-half of the increaae. 
There te also, he said, an aggregate appro- 
riation for the postoffice department of 

401,549 for the next fiscal year as com- 
pared with $138,000,000 for the current year, 
making a difference of more than 360,000,000 
in excees of the appropriations for the last 
Con for the postal service. 

Th he explained, arises from the enor- 
mous increase in expenditures caused by 
increased postal business. Then, too, he 
said, the rural free delivery service re- 
quired large sums. 

There was, he said, a smaller deficiency 
than there had been in many years in the 
pos receipts as compared with the ex- 
penditures. He called attention to the fact 
that the last Congress passed no river and 
barbor bill In the first session of this 
Congress, he said, $27,000,000 was appropr't- 
ated for rivers and harbors, tn addition to 
which $20,000,000 was appropriated in the 
sundry civil bill for carrying out contracts. 

He said that, while it appears that the 
appropriations of this Congress have been 
largely in excoss of those of the last Con- 
grpes. the increase is chiefly made up of 
hree items, namely, the $60,000,000 for the 
Panama canal, the increased appropriation 
of $30,000,000 for the posta! service and the 
river and harbor appropriations.

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THE PRESIDENT’S LETTER. 

President Roosevelt's letter to Clark Howell of the Atlanta 
Constitution is a temperate, but clear and convincing, statement 
in justification of his course. 

The President dismisses the cry of “social equality’’ or “negro 
domination” because of the appointment of a few negroes to of- 
fice, as absurd. He invites a searching investigation of his ap- 
pointment record and of his appointees. He says that he has 
appointed fewer negroes than any of his Republican predecessors 
4nd, not ignoring local sentiment, has made character, fitness, 
Pointing out 
that the proportion of negro to white officeholders in the South 
is about one to 100, Mr. Roosevelt thus defines his platform: 

I certainly cannot treat mere color as a permanent bar 
te holding office, any more than I could so treat creed or 
birthplace—always provided that in other respects the ap- 
plicant or incumbent is a worthy and well behaved Ameri- 
can citizen. Just ag little will I treat it as conferring a 
right to hold office. 

It ia difficult to find an answer to this declaration. Can any 
American who cherishes the principles of free government say 
that color should be a bar to political recognition? Is it reason- 
able? Is it just? Is it democratic? 

Ie it wise policy to debar the negro from all reward of good 
citisenship and from all part in the government? Is it possible 
to raise him to a higher plane of citizenship and to arouse in 
him the aspiration for progress without giving him part in gov- 
ernmental functions and opportunity to win reward for well- 
doing ? 

The theory of democracy is that self-respect and self-con- 
trol are fostered by political training and participation in-govern- 
ment. Is the theory less true in the case of a biack than of 
white man? 

The Post-Dispatch has deprecated the raising of the race issue 
in the South. But which course tends to raise the issue—that of 
the President, who fellows precedent, making character, fitness, 
ability, regardless of color, the tests of qualification, and who 
would give the blacks fair political recognition upon this basis; 
er that of his opponents who demand that the color line be 
drawn and that the negroes he debarred from all political recog- 
nition and participation in government? 

The Post-Dispatch deprecates the fomenting of discord be- 
tween whites and blacks. But who fs fomenting discord—the 
President who would treat the negro with justice and open the 
door of opportunity to him, or extremists like Tillman who dis- 
tort facta and twist logic In appeals to prejudice and passion; 
who would deprive the negre of opportunity and crush his aspi- 
rations? 

The reasonable spirit in which the President asks the honest 
judgment of the Southern people on his recom’ and attitude 


| must suggest te fair-minded men an unprejudiced and rationa) 


consideration of the facts and arguments he submits. Does he 
not represent the side of reason and the spirit of Democracy? 

The Southern people have the greatest interest in the right so- 
lution of the negro question. They have the strongest reasons 
to consider what shal! develop the negro’s self-control! and self- 
respect; what shall make him a better man, and a more useful 
citisen; what @hall promote the peace, progress and seourity of 
the communities in which he is a factor. They should think on 
these things.

gedy of the seas, the sinking in plain view 
of an unidentified ship, was witnessed by 
Oapt. J. Fendt, of the Germen steamship 
an, of the BSioman Line, on hie rough trip 
om Hamburg. On February 16, when 
the Pisa was about 300 miles west of the 
Pnglish channel, Second Officer Fey who 
was on the bridge ‘picked up" a steamer 
far down by the astern. A second look 
showed him that the veasel was sinking. 

Fle sent for Capt. Fendt and the Pisa was 
headed for the foundering vessel. Above 
the crests of the rising and dippnig waves 
the fated steamer could be seen rapidly 
going @own. “The afternoon was fair. the 
gea rough,’ says the second officer. Capt 
Fendt made the best speed he could toward 
the ‘‘dving ehip.’ She was in sight only 15 
minutes. 

‘Through the glass no livi thing could 
be seen upon her bridge. which was sti)! 
above water, or on her forward. deck 

“When we were about a mile and a half 
away we saw her bow rise on a siant and 
before we knew it she was ne.
